—Churchill

LONDON, March 23—Prime 
Minister Churchill has made 
*“‘smooth and friendly” arrange- 
ments for consultation with Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and the U.S. 
government on the use of atomic 
bombs in a war involving the 
United States and Britain. 

Churchill told the House of 
Commons today that when he and 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
visited Washington in January, 
1952, they reaffirmed an under- 
standing reached by the Labor 
government that the use of U.S.

Army of 10,000 Japanese Skeletons Await 


Marines in Iwo Caves Sealed 9 Years Ago 


IWO JIMA, Wednesday, March 24 (W—-A 
Japanese army of death—perhaps 10,000 skele- 
tons—still guards the honeycomb of caves from 
which it fought U.S. Marines on this volcanic 
isle nine years ago. 

The soldiers of imperial Japan gaze with 
sightless eyes from a labyrinth beneath famed 
Mt. Suribachi, where Marines once stormed 
the summit and raised the U.S. Flag. 

They huddle in caves which sink as much 
as seven levels down under the five-mile length 
of Iwo. 

They sprawl just as they were when death 
caught them after Marines sealed up their in- 
credible honeycomb defenses in the last days 


of the sanguinary struggle.

Many of them had been found by engineers 
who for three days have been clearing the is-

Erosion or earthquakes had exposed their 
tombs. 

‘There thay be 10,000 bodies here,”’ said a 
Marine engineer. 

Somewhere in the maze of caves and pas- 
sageways, Lt. Gen. Tadamchi Kuribayashi 
probably still commands in death. 

Kiribayashi commanded the garrison in its 
last battle. His body never has been found. 

Chaplain Capt. George S. Bieber, Williams- 
burg, Pa., an authority on the underground 
defenses, has mapped 18 underground honey- 
combs since he came here last October. 

Under Mt. Suribachi he found an indescrib- 
able maze of tunnels. 

Great stacks of ammunition were stored 
there. In some caves he found long rows of 
Japanese side by side, their skulls pierced by 
bullets. They had shot themselves. 

A courier’s picket yielded a message. In 
translation it said in effect: Prepare the de 
fenses of Iwo Jima. The Americans are active 
around Okinawa, 
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the Amman government was re- 
sponsible for the slayings of nine 
men and two women aboard the 
bus which was en route north to 
Beersheba. 

The Israel decision, announced 
by an army spokesman, was re- 
garded as the most serious blow 
to the United Nations truce

Seelbe Beats 
Reds in Vote 
On Scandal 


ROME, March 23 (#—Premier 
Mario Scelba’s government to- 
night beat down Communist de- 
mands for an immediate Chamber 
of Deputies debate on the ex- 
plosive Wilma Montesi scandal. 
The government won by a vote of 
268-207. 

Communists and fellow-traveling 
Socialists had howled for Scelba's 
resignation over disclosures in the 
case-rthe death of a 22-year-old 
party girl on a beach last April 
that has had repercussions high in 
Italian society and government. 

Communist Deputy Giancarlo Pa- 
jetta demanded an urgent investi- 
gation of the scandal. He called on 
the government to explain relation 
between Scelba, other ministers 
and their families with Ugo Monta- 
tagna, a self-styled marquis who is 
a central figure in the case. 

Scelba broke into Pajetta’s de- 
mands with a statement that ‘‘we 
will have no hesitancy in disclosing 
the findings’ when a current trial 
and an investigation directed by 
Rafaele de Caro, minister without 
portfolio, are completed. 

“The government intends to act 
with severity and justice,’’ he said. 


House Group: 
Okays Part of 
Ike FHA Bill 


WASHINGTON, March 23, — 
The House Banking Committee to- 
day tentatively approved language 
giving President Eisenhower power 
to lower down payments and 
monthly payments on most new or 
existing houses bought under FHA 
loans. 


The proposal also would author- 
ize bigger, longer-term loans in- 
sured by FHA for home repairs 
and improvements. 

It was the first committee ac- 
tion on an omnibus bill carrying 
out Eisenhower’s housing program. 


The section approved today 
would consolidate three different 
types of FHA home loan programs 
under a single schedule of maxi- 
mum mortgage and repayment 
periods. The President could lib- 
eralize terms up to these maxi- 
mums, or go any part of the way 
toward them. - 

The repayment period, now rang- 
ing from 20 to 30 years depending 
or whether the house is new or old 
and other conditions, could be 
boosted to a maximum of 30 years 
in all cases. 


Required down payments could 
be reduced on all existing homes, 
and on all new homes above 
$7,000. 

The amount of cash required on 
a house approved by FHA at $12,- 
[) value would drop from $2,400 
down to $1,400. At $20,000 valuation 
the drop would be from $4,000 to 
$3,400. 

The bill would raise the maxi- 
mum mortgage under an FHA loan 
from the present $16,000 for a one 
or two-family home, to $20,000. 

The section on home improve- 
ments would increase the maxi- 
mum loan amount from $2,500 to 
$3,000. It would extend the maxi- 
mum term of such loans from the 
present three years to five years. 
This portion of the bill would be 
effective upon enactment of the 
bill, not waiting on any order from

Glenn Miller Is Back 
And He’s Still Tops 


Each decade in America has produced 
its characteristic phenomena that distin- 
guished it from its predecessors—in 
amusements, fads, fashions and stereo- 
typed modes of thought. In the period 
1930-40 the shining symbol of depression 
amusement reached its zenith. 

The “juke box” and the “juke joint,” 
somewhat cynical terminology for youth’s 
search for escape and amusement, invaded 
every community with a language all its 
own. This musical monstrosity of flash- 
ing lights and clashing sounds was an 
expression of the times. For a nickel, de- 
pression-ridden youngsters could imagine 
themselves in the tinsel atmosphere of the 
movie night club. 

This “juke box” generation made and 
remade American tastes in contemporary 
jazz and made and broke orchestra leaders 
at will. The Hit Parade became the in- 
dex of popularity and no respectable 
band could afford to be passed up if it 
hoped to survive. The roaring jazz of the 
20s had its origin in the jungles of Africa 
and had emerged from the bawdy houses 
of New Orleans, Memphis and St. Louis to 
become part and parcel of a bustling 
America. 

In the 1930s the wild beginnings of the 
jazz era gave way to the more refined 
rhythms of Glen Gray, Guy Lombardo 
and Paul Whiteman. Out of the din of 
sound there emerged a different kind of

orchestra and a different kind of leader 
to give jazz its greatest refinement. Glenn 
Miller did for jazz what Stephen Foster 
had done earlier for American folk bal- 
lads. He tamed its savagery and made it 
respectable. _ 

What American now in his thirties, 
married and with a family, who does not 
remember the haunting melody of “Moon- 
light Serenade,” the startling rhythms of 
“Chattanooga Choo-Choo” and “Tuxedo 
Junction,” and the delightful sentimen- 
tality of “A String of Pearls’? They 
blared forth from every juke box in 
America as millions of youngsters danced 
to them, courted to them and wrote a new 
chapter in folkways. 


The Glenn Miller Story, a superbly 
done movie, brings back all those mem- 
ories and introduces a new generation of 
Americans to their parents’ youth. The 
fact that his death resulted from his ef- 
forts to continue to bring his music to the 
generation that grew up with it is in the 
best of American tradition. 


Seeing the movie is like seeing one’s 
self in retrospect. You get the feel of 
the booth in the drugstore, the corner in 
the juke joint, the 10-cent beer and the 
restless quest of youth. And you suddenly 
realize that that generation of young 
Americans, like the present one, was not 
bad.

Joseph Alsop, columnist-reporter, has 
recently returned from a tour of the 


Asian lands that border Communist 
China. He saw them all from Korea to 
Burma. 


In a Saturday Evening Post article (is- 
sue of March 13) he reports what he saw 
—and heard. The Alsop picture is one of 
a buildup in Chinese Red strength that 
tilts the balance of power in Asia to the 
Communists, 

And in conclusion he says, “Burma 
and Indochina are the twin keys to South- 
ern Asia, and South Asia is the key, in 
turn, to all the rest of Asia—still beyond 
the reach of Communist imperialism.” 

Who controls Indochina controls South 
Asia. Who controls South Asia with its 
vast human and natural resources is well 
on the way to control of the world. 

What happens at Dien Bien Phu—what 
happens in the offensive of words at the 
Geneva Conference next month—makes a 
lot of difference to each of us. 

To paraphrase an old editorial room 
expression—keep your eye on !ndochina. 
And your prayers with the free world 
forces fighting there!

confidence. A double test is being applied. First, which measures will 
be most effective politically for the crucial congressional elections?

Coolidge administrations of the 
early 1920's. 

In the pruning of the legislative 
program now under way, the deci- 
sion will rest largely with the con- 
servative wing of the Republican 
party. Among other things, that 
will mean a shift of emphasis away 
from social welfare measures, 
upon which President Eisenhower 
presumably had counted heavily, 
as the conservatives do not care 
too much for them. Expansion of 
social security is generally accept- 
able, since virtually everybody now 
is for that. 

Social security and tax reduction 
are likely to become important 
showpieces in the campaign ex- 
hibit»from the congressional mill. 
Beyond these, there are headaches 
galore. The administration is seek- 
ing to decide what to do about its 
farm program, which it is very 
evident a majority of Congress does 
not care for. Another dilemma is 
preposed revision of the Taft-Hart- 
ley labor law. 

A most serious dilemma of the 
President is what to do about a 
foreign trade program which, if his 
views prevail, would be in the 
direction of lower tariffs. Here he 
looks down the guns of high tariff 
die-hards in his own party in Con- 
gress, the President may have to 
be content, in the end, with another 
extension of the now almost inani- 
mate reciprocal tariff law.

A man who is an outstanding 
example of these truths is James 
A. Farley, former Postmaster 
General of the United States. 


CALLED BY NAME 


I met Mr. Farley for the first 
time a number of years ago. 
Months later I met him again 
in a large crowd of people and 
he called me by name. Being 
human, I never forgot that, and 
it is one reason I have always 
liked Mr. Farley. 

An interesting incident illus- 
trates the secret of this man who 
is an expert in how to get people 
to like him. My publisher told 
me of something that happened 
in Philadelphia at a book-and- 
author luncheon at which Mr. 
Farley spoke. The speakers at 
this luncheon were walking along 
the hotel corridor together when 
they passed a colored maid 
standing by a cart loaded with 
sheets, towels, and other equip- 
ment with which she was servic- 
ing the rooms. She paid no at- 
tention to this group of people 
as they turned aside to avoid 
her cart. But Mr. Farley walked 
up to her, put out his hand, and 
said, ‘‘Hello, there. How are you? 
I'm Jim Farley. What's your 
name? Glad to see you.”’

They irritated him in- 
tensely, but he conquered these 
feelings simply by making an 
exhaustive list of everything he 
could possibly admire about each 
person who annoyed him. Daily 
he attempted to add to this list.

Work of Art 


You may have your Van Gogh or your Rembrandt. Dust your 

. Meissen china and stroke your rosewood and mahogany. My 
idea of a work of art is a woodpile. 

, For years when I have traveled through the country I have 
admired woodpiles but it was a tentative, shallow kind of feeling, 
like loving Spain when you've never been there r jesting at 
scars when you never felt a wound. I had not owned a wood- 
~ pile nor needed one—and yet there was that feeling that a wood- 
pile was a wonderfully fine thing, representing warmth and 
security and the forethought and industry of man. 


Now I know my instinct about woodpiles was right. We werft 
to the mountains and a pile of oak and pine and hickory chunks 
back of the cabin was all that stood between us and the pene- 
trating mountain cold. The wood was plentiful and when the 
thermometer on the porch started sliding and the little creek 
in the front yard had a kind of icy tinkle in its laughter, we 
hauled in more wood and crammed the little heater until its 
sides turned rosy red and we had to back off into the cool 
corners of the room. 


The next day the sun came out and on the moystain side 
of the cabin away from the wind we found yellow violets bloom- 
ing among the leaves and tiny delicate moss flowers hidden 
from view. 

The woodpile was half covered with blown brown leaves and 
down close to the ground the wood was damp and losing its 
bark. 

“‘Wood ought to be stacked,” said our mountain friend. 
**Shiftless to let your winter wood rot that way. Stack it straight 
and the air will get to it.”’ 


He showed us by lining up a couple of rows .of wood next 
to a tree and then he went on about his business and left us to 
the woodpile. The children dug the wood from beneath the leaves 
for awhile and brought armloads over and lined it up by the 
tree but a covey of little gray birds with crisp white tails swished 
by and the dog and the children forgot the woods and followed 
the birds up the mountain. And there I was all alone with the 
woodpile. 

The sun was warm and I 
hauled off my jacket and 
worked out a kind of rythm to 
the business of picking up the 
wood, walking a few steps and 
putting it down in neat, orderly 
rows. The stack by the tree 
grew tall and from time to 
time I would back off and look 
at the pretty pattern the ends 
of the blocks made with the 
sun lying lovingly against the 
grain, warming and drying it. 

A woodpile, I decided, was 
as pretty a thing as was ever 
made. A fine, upstanding stack 
of wood was in its way as in- 
Sspiring as a strong and grace- 
ful bridge. Its colors, muted 
browns and golds and silvers, 
pleased the eye as well as any 
glowing canvas by any great 
artist. 

My arms ached and my back 
complained but I worked on, 
fed by creative zeal and a sense 
of pride in my own thrift. A 
stick of wood stacked is a stick 
of wood saved, I thought. A 
stick of wood saved is insur- 
ance against a cold nicht. 

I was leaning over the jum- 
bled pile of wood on the ground 
when I heard a slight rustle 
behind me and then the thun- 
derous collapse of my work of 
art. Nobody told me you had to 
have a headboard and a foot- 
board to a woodpile! Next 
week end or the week end after 
that I'll start over, but in the 
meantime, does anybody know 
if Georgia Tech teaches wood- 
piling? Or maybe somebody 
could lend me a book by a 
woodpile engineer?

Dixie Growth Traced 
By Central’s Tarbutton 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

The trend toward further industrialization in the South is not 
letting up, according to Central of Georgia Railway, industrial 
development experts. 

This was emphasized Tuesday when the line’s annual report 
noted that the fast economic growth of the territory served by 
the Central continued in 1953. 

President Ben J. Tarbutton said industrial projects under 
way on lines of the CentrAl totaled more than $200,000,000 at the 
end of 1953. 

Complete dieselization was termed the outstanding achieve- 
ment in the railroad’s improvement program during the past 
year, thus ending the long reign of the colorful steam locomotive. 

But there were many other improvements, too: 1.400 new 
freight cars were added, and the company’s shops built nearly 
250 pulpwood cars. 

New and heavier rails, use of two-way radio communication 
on freight trains and in yards, additional yard and. passing 
tracks, and other improvements to equipment and fixed proper- 
ties were credited with strengthening the railway in all the es- 
sentials of service. 

The Central's net income of $2,856,000, an increase of 11 per 
cent over 1952, was higher than in any postwar year. Its operat- 
ing revenues reached nearly $43,000,000, a drop of only 1 per 
cent from the previous year’s all-time high.
